WILMINGTON - Voters unanimously approved the pur- 
chase of Yentile’s Farm at the Wilmington Annual Town 
Meeting last Saturday with a vote of 122 to 0. 

Approval of Article 22 gives the Town permission to 
purchase approximately 20.3 acres of land located at 9 
Cross St. known as Yentile’s Farm for $1,182,500. 
According to the Board of Selectmen, the funds for the 
purchase will come from the Town’s free cash account, 
which currently holds approximately $9 million. 

“Obviously I was very pleased,” Town Manager 
Michael Caira said. “I believe it was the most important 
vote of the day, and for it to be unanimous gave empha- 
sis to the significance of this acquisition.” ; 

When the Yentile family initially sold the property at 9 
Cross Street, the Town offered $2.1 million, Town 
Manager Caira said. The amount was approximately $1 
million lower than the eventual purchase price. 

Although the warrant article outlines the purpose of 
the land as open space, recreation and general munici-

New measure for veterans approved

WILMINGTON - Despite the usual antics 
residents have come to expect at any pub- 
lic government meeting these days, 
Wilmington voters endured to make sure 
their opinions were heard at the Annual 
Town Meeting on Saturday. 

The meeting ran approximately six hours 
and hosted a flow of 214 voters. Voters 
approved all warrant articles brought forth 
by the Board of Selectmen including many 
Fiscal Year 2013 budget articles, capital 
projects, acquisition of streets and land, 
and the dissolution of the Redevelopment 
Authority. 

“The people of Wilmington did a good job 
getting the work of the Town done on 
Saturday,” Selectman Michael Champoux 


said. “With the residents’ overwhelming 
support, Wilmington will now be able to 
continue to invest wisely, operate conserv- 
atively and offer the high quality of pro- 
grams and services that we expect of our 
local Government and Administration.” 

Among the capital projects approved at 
the meeting were new radios and police 
cruisers for the Police Department, a 
pumper for the Fire Department, a street 
sweeper and garage doors for the 
Department of Public Works. 

The schools were not ignored in the 
approved projects. Voters approved to fund 
new roofing for the Wildwood School, the 
West Intermediate School and the Library, 
new energy efficient windows and doors at

contact Representative 
James Miceli and Senator 
Bruce Tarr and ask them to 
revisit the Massachusetts’ 
New School Nutrition Law 
(http://www.mphaweb.org/ 
documents/SNStandardspre 
sentation_000.pdf) and its 
negative impact on school- 
based/sponsored fundrais- 
ing initiatives that surround 
the sale of so-called “com- 
petitive” foods. While this 
law has all the intentions of 
combating obesity (which 
even the Surgeon General’s 
warning on\ tobacco prod- 
ucts has never accom- 
plished for deterring smok- 
ing), this law specifically 
targets the very groups 
found at the bottom rung of 
the fiscal ladder; public 
school classrooms, activi- 
ties clubs, and student ath- 
letics. 

Indeed, I feel lucky to live 
in Wilmington, where we 
have continued to escape 
mandatory user fees for ath- 
letics, clubs and bus trans- 
portation, and we even 
maintain trash removal 
services without incurring 
extra costs. Our town pride 
is evident in our many cele- 
brations for and recognition 
of local achievements. 

As a teacher in a neighbor- 
ing community, I am fully 
aware of how classroom 
supplies, materials for les- 
son extensions or funds for 
enriching field trips are 
often scarce, the burden of 
which would be passed on to 
parents. As the economic 
downturn emerged and fam- 
ilies struggled with unem- 
ployment, schools could no 
longer rely on parents to fill 
these gaps. The traditional 
bake or candy sale has often 
provided the necessary 
funds where budget line 


items fall short, maintain- 
ing a student’s continuance 
in an activity or club or 
inclusion in a class trip. 

I have personally support- 


ed bake sales for 
Wilmington athletics, 
instrumental music pro- 
grams, Haitian _ relief, 
Joplin, MO relief, The 
Jimmy Fund and breast 
cancer research. In 


essence, that cupcake or 
candy bar or concession- 
stand hot dog _ provides 
much more than the nutri- 
tional label attached to it. 
Student/parent-run bake 
sales, banquets, and athletic 
concessions sales enrich the 
overall school experience 
and promote ties among the 
school, the family and the 
community at large. 
Historically, our govern- 
ment has never been suc- 
cessful in legislating moral- 
ity to control human behav- 
ior (Prohibition comes to 
mind). While the 
Department of Public 
Health’s cause is noble, and 
the very real issue of obesi- 
ty is one of concern to the 
healtheare industry, the 
aforementioned law will do 
little to combat the prob- 
lems. If legislators want to 
initiate bills, consider 
broadening counseling and 
nutrition services through 
health insurance carriers 
that substantially expand 
coverage for a variety of 
weight loss and wellness 
programs. Consider pro- 
grams for recognizing food 
addiction that target those 
individuals most at-risk. 
Please do NOT support 
sweeping reforms that elim- 
inate personal responsibili- 
ties and restrict freedom of 
choice, which in the end 
may do more harm than 
good for Massachusetts’ stu- 
dents.

Hail Snail Mail ; 


Neither snow, nor rain, nor heat, nor gloom of night, stays these curriers 


from the swift completion of their appointed rounds. 


Do you think there is anyone, no matter how young or hip, 
who doesn’t love to get something personal in the U.S. Mail? 
Or maybe the mailbox is going the route of the so-called land- 
line. Geez, could there actually be robots, I mean humans, 
who don’t require a mailbox anymore? Say it isn’t so! 

A recent Boston Globe story about an everyday family of 
four, that was so “connected” 
it was costing them over $400 
a month for all of their 
screen-time gadgets, left me 
glazed over. When I snapped 
out of it, I ran to the Post 
Office for stamps. There’s a 
good chance I’ll be phased 
out - left in the dust clinging 
to my pencils, pens, writing 
paper, note cards, and 
stamps, along with my 1942 
Royal manual typewriter, 
mailbox and land-line. 

I’m not a stamp collector, 
meaning I don’t have a large 
documented collection of 
stamps, but I love stamps. At 
the Post Office I stand to the 
side and wait until there’s no 
line so I can take my time 
and look through all the dif- 
ferent stamps. I keep an eye 
out for stories of new stamps 
and their date of issue. For 
many years I have looked for 
interesting stamps, mostly 
famous people in the arts and 
entertainment field as well as 
history and politics. This 
gives me the opportunity to 
express myself just by the 
simple act of sticking so-and- 
so on the outside of the enve- 
lope. But I like to take it a 
step further. Anticipating the 
Richard Nixon stamp was probably the most excited I ever 
got about a stamp. That year when I sent my tax return to 
the IRS, I pressed the Nixon stamp down with relish - then 
clearly printed, “I AM NOT A CROOK,” with an arrow point- 
ing to the stamp. After picking myself up off the floor in a 
convulsion of laughter, I hand delivered the envelope to the 
Post Office to make sure it got where it was going. I showed 
it to my favorite postal clerk (who will remain anonymous) 
before dropping it into the slot. The rest of my Nixon stamps 
were used on various correspondence and bills. On every one 
of them I wrote: Would you buy a used car from this man? I 
can’t tell you what a kick I got out of my little inside jokes. 

Last month the Post Office issued a sheet of new stamps - 
Twentieth Century Poets. What a perfect small gift for 
friends who read, enjoy poetry or for those who don’t but 
might after reading the short excerpts on the back. When the 
Elvis stamp was issued, I stood in a long line with other Elvis 
fans chatting about the King of Rock & Roll. I bought Elvis 
stamps for everyone on my Christmas list that year. 
Depending on the man (ahem), I would write under an Elvis 
stamp: One Night With You (the #1 best Elvis song ever). 

Here are some of the stamps I couldn’t wait to get my hands 
on, and what I wrote under them. Bette Davis: Those eyes, 
Oh those eyes. Andy Warhol: 15-minutes of fame. Fenway 
Park: Believe. Tennessee Williams: I have always depended 
on the kindness of strangers.

I would like to thank those 
residents in attendance at 
the May 5, 2012 town meet- 
ing who voted in favor of my 
proposed fencing bylaw. I 
would especially like to 
thank the six (6) residents 
who stood up after I doubted 
the initial voice vote so as to 
allow me a more accurate 
sense of how much support 
my article actually had by 
counting the votes. I regret 
not having better articulated 
my case for such a bylaw 
and wish I had done a better 
job of defending/explaining 
the language in my bylaw 
against what I believe to 
have been unfounded con- 
cerns raised by a few resi- 
dents. I continue to believe 
that such a bylaw is needed. 
My intention was to protect 
not only my own family, but 
all residents of the town 
from having a “spite fence” 
or a structurally unsound 
and dangerous fence erected 
at an adjacent property. 
Additionally, due to the 
increasing number of bank 
foreclosures, my _ bylaw 
would also have helped to 
protect residents who reside 


next to bank owned aban- | 


doned properties, which 
have been allowed to fall 
into disrepair. 

It was interesting to me 
that Mario Marchese pre- 
sented the most vehement 
objection to my _ bylaw. 


Mario's father-in-law is the 
owner of the 200 feet of ply- 
wood fencing currently com- 
ing apart along my western 
property boundary (as docu- 
mented by photographic evi- 
dence provided at town 
meeting) and the 350 feet of 
unsightly blue tarp fencing 


‘surrounding my property to 


the east and south. I believe 
it to be a positive step for- 
ward that Mario is no longer 
an elected representative of 
the Town of Wilmington. 
Personally, I believe it's 
sad that Wilmington regu- 
lates fencing around cell 
phone towers against the 
construction of unsuitable 
and/or dangerous fencing 
but not around residential 
properties.

Phishing scam contains 
fake US Airways itinerary 


BOSTON - There’s a new 
phishing scam _ flooding 
email inboxes; this time it’s 
an itinerary for a fake US 
Airways flight. 

The scam involves an 
email containing a phony 
itinerary for a flight reser- 
vation the recipient never 
actually made. The email 
contains a link to “check-in” 
online for the flight, a fake 
confirmation code, and 
flight details. The phishing 
scam is deceiving because it 
looks authentic, even includ- 
ing the US Airways logo. 

US Airways reminds cus- 
tomers that official emails 
often include personal infor- 
mation such as their name 


and Dividend Miles number. 
However their Web Check-in 
emails will not contain a 
name, but will have a valid 
confirmation code that will 
either be alphanumeric or 
all letters. 

If you receive the email: 

- Check any links by hover- 
ing your mouse pointer over 
the link to identify the URL. 
A legitimate link will have a 
URL with “usairways.com.” 

- Do not click on any links 
or download any attach- 
ments. 

- Delete the email.

SAAM initia- 
tive is to ensure each and 
every Sailor and Marine 
aboard the Enterprise com- 
pletely understands that the 
prevention of sexual assault 
is an all-hands effort. 

Sexual assult not only neg- 
atively impacts the Navy's 
readiness, but also the well 
being of Sailors.

the North Intermediate School, and a new 
wireless network and other technology 
updates at the Middle School. 

Voters defeated all eight warrant articles 
petitioned by Kevin MacDonald, three of 


which sought to directly overturn the vote _ 


taken on the new high school project in 
December. Town Moderator Jim Stewart 
deemed all three “out of order” via consult 
with the Town’s attorney John Foskett. 

But that didn’t stop MacDonald from 
stepping to the microphone during the dis- 
cussion of nearly all of the warrant articles 
at the meeting. Just as in December, 
MacDonald voted in favor of many articles 
just to move for reconsideration or appeal 
the Moderator’s decisions. 

‘Approximately four hours into the meet- 
ing, and after several confrontations 
between MacDonald and _ Stewart, 
MacDonald was escorted out. 

“I try to deal with people as respectfully 
as possible,” Stewart said. “But there is a 
limit to my patience, and I just got there. 
Mr. MacDonald, it’s over. Enough. Get out 
of here. Chief Soy pba please get him out 
of here.” 

‘Although MacDonald was gone, govern- 
ment officials were not without opposition. 
Article 27 outlined a procedure regarding 
public employees who are members of the 
army, air national guard or a reserve com- 
ponent of the military and are on leave for 
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active duty. If the soldier’s base military 
pay is less than his regular base salary as 
a public employee, the Town must compen- 
sate the soldier the difference in pay dur- 
ing his leave. 

The Finance Committee and Town 
Manager Michael Caira explained that 
because there were no estimates as to how 
much this measure would cost the Town, 
they recommended that further informa- 
tion be obtained before voters approved the 
article. 

“This should not be misconstried as anti- 
military,” Caira said. "But I wish the peti- 
tioner [William Cavanaugh, III] had 
attended the Finance Committee Public 
Hearing [to answer questions and possibly 
amend the article].” 

Two selectmen, Louis Cimaglia and 
Michael Champoux, and State 
Representative Jim Miceli spoke in support 
of the article. 

“IT don’t know what the cost would be to 
the Town, but I support this article. It is a 
good thing,” Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen Louis Cimaglia said. 

Voters passed the article in a vote of 
74/27. Although his recommendation 
regarding the measure was not followed, 
the Town Manager did not seem upset 
about the vote. 

“T am fine with supporting the wishes of 
the majority. That is why we have Town 
Meeting,” he said.

You're never too young to 
start helping others. This is 
the message heralded by the 
thousands of kids who take 
part in the Pan-Mass 
Challenge (PMC) Kids Ride 
every year, cycling to raise 
money for cancer research 
and treatment at the Dana- 
Farber Cancer Institute. 

Thirty-five | communities 
across the state take part in 
the sister event to the adult 
Pan-Mass Challenge, and 
Wilmington is one of them. 
This Sunday, at least 100 
local kids will take to their 
bikes for a good cause. 

The Pan-Mass Challenge - 
held annually in August - 
started in 1980 as the 
nation's first fundraising 
bike-a-thon. Since then, 
has contributed over $303 
million to the Dana-Farber 
Institute, and it holds the 
boasting rights of raising 
more money than any other 
athletic fundraising event in 
the country. The PMC 
donates 100 percent of all 
rider-raised donations 
directly to the _ institute 
through the Jimmy Fund. 

PMC kids event came 
around a bit later, and was, 
in fact, started by kids, said 
Sue Hendee, one of the 
organizers of the event for 
the town. The Kids Ride offi- 
cially became part of the 
PMC in 2005, giving kids 
from age 3 to 15 the opportu- 
nity to do their part. Last 
year, the PMC Kids’ Ride 
raised over $400,000 in 30 dif- 
ferent towns. 

“It's an incredible example 
of how a small idea can 
make a big difference,” said 
Hendee. 

Hendee, a physical educa- 
tion teacher at the 
Shawsheen Elementary 
School and girls' soccer 
coach at Wilmington High 
School, has been part of the 
Pan-Mass Challenge for 22 
years, but brought the Kids 
Ride to Wilmington seven 
years ago when she and 
Wilmington resident Carolyn 
Priem joined forces. Both 
had a personal connection to 
the cause. Priem's son was 
treated at Dana-Farber, 
while Hendee's mother died 
from breast cancer. 

“IT want to do something in 
her honor,” said Hendee. 

The Jimmy Fund, the offi- 
cial charity of the Boston 
Red Sox, has been raising 
money to support the fight 
against cancer at Dana- 
Farber since 1948, and lists 
the Pan-Massachusetts 
Challenge as one of its major 
fundraising events. The 
Dana-Farber Institute, the 
principal teaching affiliate 
of Harvard Medical School, 
has a mission to “provide 
expert, compassionate care 
to children and adults with 
eancer while advancing the 
understanding, diagnosis, 
treatment, cure, and preven- 
tion of cancer and related 
diseases.” 

-Hendee is hoping for 200 
kids pre-kindergarten to 
sixth grade to participate. In 
Wilmington, the route is a 
continous loop that the kids 
can circle. It starts by the 
Boutwell Elementary School, 
heads down Carter Lane to 
continue past the 
Wilmington Middle School 
and West Elementary School 
before returning back to 
Boutwell. The full course is 
approximately one mile and

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Becky McGrath designs race up perfectly

Becky McGrath finished 
the Women of Wilmington’s 
(WOW) second annual 
5K/Walk for Kim Forte in 30 
minutes and 51 seconds - 
earning her a 119th finish 
overall and 13th in her age 
group - but it took the free- 
lance web and_ graphic 
designer a bit longer to 
design the fliers and t-shirts 
for the day’s event. 

“T have a graphic and mar- 
kéting background, so it is a 
great way for me to con- 
tribute,” said McGrath of 
the work she did to support 
the event. “I am on the 
Board of Directors for WOW, 
so I am very involved in the 
group. I tend to volunteer for 
opportunities that allow me 
to use my ‘graphic and mar- 
keting talents - like the road 
race, Festival of Trees and 
the WOW monthly member 
newsletter.” 

‘Michelle Bryan, WOW Vice 
President and Race 
Director, has known 
McGrath for over 20 years 
and describes the wife and 
mother as a “loyal, genuine, 
sweet, thoughtful, devoted, 
and dedicated.” 

“She is also an amazing 
miom and friend,” said 
Bryan. “She is amazing core 
family values and I am 
blessed to count her as a 
lifelong friend.” 

Beyond the designs for this 
most recent WOW event, 
McGrath designs logos, 
brochures, and signage for 
all WOW events, as well as 
producing the organization's 
ttionthly newsletter and 
updating the website. 

“She is immensely talented 

in what she does as a graph- 
‘ic designer,” said Bryan. 
“She donates all of her skills 
and knowledge to WOW and 
she is the reason for our pro- 
féssional appearance as an 
organization.” 

The 16-page booklet dis- 
tributed at the race included 
messages from Bryan; Kim 
Forte' s wife, Lou; and a

butions to the community 
over the past year. The flier 
and t-shirt took McGrath 
many hours over several 
months to design, but less 
than last year's designs, 
which she could use as tem- 
plates to update. Using the 
same basic artwork for the 
shirt, she updated the spon- 
sors and switched around 
the colors to create a lime 
green shirt with blue and 
white. script. McGrath 
worked with the sponsors of 
the event (many of which 
were the same) to update 
the information in the flier. 

“My hope is that the com- 
munity will be compelled to 
save it as a memento as well 
as a resource on local busi- 
nesses,” said McGrath of the 
flier. “These companies are 
consistently giving to WOW 
and the community and it is 
my hope the community will 
thank them by supporting 
their businesses.” 

McGrath found the time in 
her busy schedule with com- 
mitments to work and fami- 
ly, not an unfamiliar narra- 
tive in the lives of the 
women (and men) who give 
their time to WOW. McGrath 
has two children - Aidan 
(age 9) and Dillon (age 7) - 
who she raises with husband 
Edward. 

“Many of our members 
have very busy lives, includ- 
ing myself,” said McGrath. 
“It can sometimes be a 
struggle to balance WOW 
with work and family, but it 
is so rewarding and makes 
me a better person.” 

McGrath said that all of 
the work is worth it and that 
is sets an example for her 
kids that giving back should 
be a part of their everyday 
lives. She also noted that 
members of WOW can 
choose their level of involve- 
ment based on the time they 
have in their life. 

“Involvement in WOW can 
be as little as making a meal 
for someone twice a year, to 
chairing a large fundraising 
event,” said McGrath. 

McGrath calls herself a 
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“casual runner” who partici- 
pates in two or three events 
per year, but she has a num- 
ber of reasons for participat- 
ing in this particular event. 

“It is important to me to 
get my children involved in 
fitness activities at a young 
age so that they will contin- 
ue them for a lifetime,” said 
McGrath. “I love to experi- 
ence the great energy that 
comes from doing some- 
thing good for the communi- 
ty.” 

McGrath’s final reason 
was a common one among 
the nearly 500 runners and 
walkers who turned out for 
the event, the walking por- 
tion of which is named for 
Kim Forte, the Wilmington 
resident who was struck and 
killed by a car when walking 
home from the gym last 
year. 

“T believe it is important to 
show that even when the 
world loses someone won- 
derful something special 
and good can come from it,” 
said McGrath, who knew 
Forte as an acquaintance 
from fitness classes at the 
gym and, like many others, 
from Forte’s many walks 
and bike rides around town. 

“I would marvel at her,” 
she said. “She always had so 
much pep and. energy. 
Always a smile on her face.” 

McGrath, who became 
involved with WOW as a way 
to support her friend 
Jomarie O’Mahoney and 
because of the opportunity 
to make a positive impact on 
other peoples’ lives, thinks 
that every community 
should have an organization 
and events like this one. 

“There is incredible com- 
fort in knowing that there 
are people who have your 
back if you fall on tough 
times or are in need of sup- 
port,” she said. 

McGrath has lived for the 
last eleven years and worked 
here for the past decade, as 
her freelance business is 
based from home. She cites 
the people of Wilmington as 
the main reason WOW, 
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which was founded less than 
two years ago, and events 
like this one have been so 
successful. 

“lve met so many amaz- 
ing, generous people here,” 
she said. “This event has 
been so successful because 
we have the best community 
in Wilmington. People here 
always rise up when called 
upon to give back to the 
community. It’s amazing.” 

The road race was compet- 
ing with several other local 
races, noted McGrath, 
including the Walk for 
Hunger, as well as with town 
soccer, which was resched- 
uled from Saturday to 
Sunday, but the WOW event 
still saw over 500 people in 
attendance. 

“I was completely blown 
away by the numbers - over 
500,” said McGrath. “Many 
other participants have also 
expressed to me how 
impressed and moved they 
were by the turnout.” 

McGrath names __ the 
event's family-friendly 
nature for another reason 
for its success. 

“We encourage entire fami- 
lies to participate together 
and they’ did,” said 
McGrath. “The number of 
registered children was 
much higher this year than 
last and we hope to see that 
trend continue next year.” 

McGrath's family certainly 
put this philosophy to prac- 
tice. In addition to herself, 
McGrath's husband, oldest 
son, mother, younger sister, 
and three neices all walked 
or ran the event. Even for 
those family members who 
didn't want to run or walk, 
there were other ways to get 
involved, noted McGrath. 
Her older sister and nephew 
announcing the times and 
taking pictures at the one- 
mile marker, her son and 
parents-in-law handing out 
water at the water station, 
and her dad cheering every- 
one on at the finish line. 

The day was perfect for the 
event, noted McGrath, and 
the course - which starts at 
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Wilmington resident Becky McGrath not only competed in 
Sunday’s race, but she designed all of the logos, t-shirts and

the town, follows Route 62 to 
Wildwood Street, Woburn, 
Federal, and Middlesex 
before finishing back at the 
common - was good for a 
variety of fitness levels. 

“(It was] not too difficult 
and flat enough to allow reg- 
ular runners to achieve real- 
ly great times,” said 
McGrath, adding that there 
was an excited and positive 
energy in the air through- 
out.

people join the ranks of 
WOW, especially more men 
and children. Many of the 
current members come from 
the same demographic - 
parents of school-aged chil- 
dren - with similar interests 
and access to certain 
spheres of the community. 
As a result, much of WOW’s 
work thus far has been 
based in the schools. This is 
great, McGrath said, but she 
would love to see other 
demographics represented. 

“We’d really like to expand 
that to older and genera- 
tions so that charitable 
opportunities in that age' 
group are brought to our 
awareness,” she said. “We 


also want to get our youth 
involved so that they can 
create interest in their age 
group and pay it forward as 
they grow up.”

Knowing you're all here for 
our family would certainly 
make Kim smile,” said Lou. 
“Kim touched so many peo- 
ple along the way. She didn't 
plan it that way, but she had 
a gift - one that inspired and 
motivated. She was a natu- 
ral, sharing her love with all 
those whose paths. she 
crossed. With her bright 
smile, she could make your 
day. She made mine bright 
and happy for over 35 years.

Boys still set out 
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The Wilmington High Boys 
Tennis team set a goal for

Bruins could be 
leaving Ristuccia Arena

According to various web- 
sites and television stations, 
the Boston Bruins could be 
on the verge of leaving 
Wilmington’s Ristuccia 
Arena. The Bruins, the 
reigning Stanley Cup 
Champions, have been using 
the Ristuccia Arena for its 
practice facility dating back 
to 1986 when the rink 
opened, after the town of 
Wilmington went several 
years without a rink after 
closing the one down in 


North Wilmington. 
In a press conference held 
last Thursday, Bruins’ 


President Cam Neely sat 
with the team’s owners and 
management and discussed 
the possibility of the B’s 
finding a new practice facili- 
ty home. 

"[We're] in discussions 
with [Ristuccia Arena] right 
now," said Neely during the 
press conference. 

Currently there is one year 
left on the current contract 
with the Ristuccia Arena, 
headed by Bob Rotondo. 

Back in 2009, the Bruins 
were in serious talks with 
the town of Stoneham, to 
relocate to its arena off of 
Montvale Ave. That proposal 
would have been an addi- 
tional 20,000 square foot 
addition to the current arena 
with state of the art facili- 
ties, however talks with the 
Bruins and Stoneham Town 
Officials broke down. 

Since then, there have been 
rumors swirling that the 
Bruins would be interested 
in the new practice facility 
that’s being proposed in 
Brighton. The rink would be 
part of a $235 million devel- 
opment project that’s being 
proposed by New Balance to 
completely redevelop the 
Brighton Landing area 
around their Guest Street 
headquarters, said CNN’s 
Joe Haggerty. 

Apparently the Bruins 
would like to be closer to the 
TD Garden, as well as have 
“a more _ state-of-the-art 
facility” much like league 
rivals Montreal Canadiens 
and Toronto Maple Leafs 
currently have. Bruins’ prin- 
cipal owner Charlie Jacobs 
didn’t echo Neely’s words 
that the Bruins and 
Ristuccia are in discussing 
any contract extensions. 

“Cam and I have been col- 
laborating a bit on. what 
should be the best facility 
for us moving forward,” said 
Jacobs. “We’ve batted it 
around and_ considered 
Wilmington a bit and obvi- 
ously also explored some 
other locations. We like to 
think of our training facility 
and practice facilities as a 
drawing card for players 
that might be playing on 
other markets and look at us 
and say, ‘Geez, I’d love to 
come to Boston, not only for 
the atmosphere, but for the 
environment’, and the day- 
to-day environment where 
they practice. 

“The practice facility real- 
ly does need to be, if you 
will, world class in that 
regard. So, we’ve_ put 
[together], for lack of better 
term, a blue-ribbon commit- 
tee to say, ‘Let’s try to find 
the right location that’s 


within very short driving 
distance to the Boston 
Garden that could offer that 
kind of environment, that 
kind of ice and training 
facility.’ 

"We’re in the process of 
that now. We don’t have any 
final answers to share with 
you today, other than saying 
we’ve done a lot of work on 
this subject. I think we’re 


drawing to a real good con-’ 


clusion.” 

Attempts to reach Bob 
Rotondo for comment were 
unsuccessful. 


Peterson pitching 
very well 

Wilmington resident 
Stephen Peterson is doing 
quite well in his second year 
of professional baseball. The 
lefty is pitching for the 
Milwaukee Brewers Single A 
Affiliate the Wisconsin 
Timber Rattlers this season, 
after his debut last year with 
the Milwaukee Brewers A 
Team out of Arizona. 

Thus far Peterson has 
appeared in 10 games for the 
Rattlers, all in relief. He has 
an 1-0 record with a 1.62 
ERA with one save. In 16.2 
innings, he’s given up just 13 
hits, three earned runs while 
walking four and striking 
out 17. 

“(I) had a great spring 
training, and the season has 
been going well,” said 
Peterson through an email.

Peterson grew up in 
Wilmington and attended St. 

He 
had a brilliant career for the 
Prep, never losing a deci- 
sion, and going 8-0 with an 
1.00 ERA as a senior, which 
included being named a 
Boston Herald All-Scholastic 
and the Division 1 North 
tournament MVP. He also 
was 2-0 with an ERA under 
1.00 as a junior. 

After his senior year in 
high school, he earned a full 
athletic scholarship to pitch 
at Marist College in 
Poughkeepsie, New York. In 
2007, he appeared in 13 
games, started 11 and fin- 
ished with a 3-3 record and a 
4.77 ERA throwing 54.2 
innings. In 2008, he pitched 
in 12 games, started nine 
and finished with a 1-5 
record.

The Run T.H.E. Farm 5K 
course began and ended at 
the horse barn with the 
“Horsebreak Hill,” then 
leading participants through 
“the historic architecture of 
the hospital's stone build-

their stable theme. 

“Continue on and enter our 
trail route winding through 
beautiful farmland and 
fields to gallop to our fin- 
ish,” it states. The first 100 
people to register for the 
event were given a backpack 
and all participants were 
awarded with a horse ribbon 
at the finish line. Water 
stops were available along 
the route and beverages and 
snacks were offered at the 
end of the race. 

T.H.E. Farm, built in 1997 
largely with donations from 
individuals, businesses, and 
private charitable founda- 
tions, provides equine thera- 
peutic programs to clients of 
the hospital, schools, and 
other service agencies, as 
well as to the general public. 
The organization's inception 
was inspired by the sythesis 
of the values of philanthropy 
and land _ conservation.

“Artists, hikers, and bicy- 
clists are among the many 
members of the regional 
community who now use this 
serenely beautiful, historic, 
conservation land for a vari- 
ety of recreational purpos- .

website. 

In addition to their thera- 
puetic riding program, 
T.H.E. Farm offers riding 
and general horsemanship 
lessons, as well as “special 
programs” designed to meet 
individual or group needs. 
This could include communi-

Burlington moves 
ahead with new 
field construction

A local landscape and con- 
struction company has been 
quite busy over the last couple 
years. Three years ago, 
Heimlich 
Construction began work on 
Manchester Field in 
Winchester (located at the 
McCall Middle School on Main 
Street) to put in a brand new 
turf field. Today, the Woburn- 
based construction company 
(located at 65 Burlington St.) 
has taken over Mary 
Cummings Recreational Park 
in Burlington. 

For those not familiar with 
Heimlich, don’t confuse 
Heimlich Landscape & 
Construction with’ Heimlich 
Nurseries. The two companies 
were split up back in 1988 
between the two Heimlich 
brothers. 

Back in 2009, Heimlich won 
the right to build out Phase I of 
Manchester Field’s renova- 
tion, which included the artifi- 
cial turf, 800-seat bleachers, 
and a press box. ‘They finished 
in the fall of 2009, just in time 
for Winchester to beat rival 
Woburn in the annual 
Thanksgiving Day football

game. 
Within the turf field is the 
letter “W” - not painted but 
embroidered. Under the turf 
are 500 tons of sand and rub- 
ber, and 7,000 tons of stone to 
allow for proper drainage. 
Heimlich also created handi- 
capped access from the park- 
ing lot to the grandstands. 
Now, as Winchester 
attempts to raise funds for 
Phase II of the Manchester 


Field renovation project, Ray - 


Heimlich, president of 
Heimlich Landscaping & 
Construction, said his group 
would be putting in a bid. That 
work will consist of a new 
track and grass infield. 

In Burlington, Heimlich 
ended up as the low bidder and 
was awarded the contract to 
renovate Mary . Cummings 
Recreational Park. The park 
is actually owned by the City 
of Boston and licensed to 
Burlington. The plan shows a 
design for an open space, plus 
a community gardens and a 
playground. The park is locat- 
ed off Blanchard Road near 
Rt. 128, Rt. 3 and the Woburn 
line. 

Right now, Burlington only 
has funding for the open space,

the contract to local contractors Heimlich Landscape & Construction to build out the open space for use 
as a soccer/lacrosse field (or two youth soccer fields). Heimlich recently finished work on Manchester 
Field in Winchester and will be bidding to complete a second phase of work at the field. 


to be used as a soccer or 
lacrosse field. Don Lorinovich, 
Director of Parks and 
Recreation in Burlington, said 
that the gardens and play- 
ground would be built. if/when 
Burlington has the money 
(around $100k for both). 

The field will be set up for 
use as one high school regula- 
tion field or two youth soccer 
fields. The project costs $350k, 
which Town Meeting had to 
approve. It approved $250k in 
May of 2010 and $100k in 
January of this year. 

After approving the initial 


$250k, the town received 
Boston’s approval to do the 
work last April. Lorinovich 
said the design, completed by 
the Berkshire Design Group in 
Northhampton, was finished 
“in the last year.” Next up, 
Heimlich will seed the ground 
with loam in August or 
September allowing the grass 
to grow during the fall and 
spring seasons. That means 
the field should be ready for 
play by the fall of next year. 
The field will not be irrigat- 
ed, as the town doesn’t have 
the money for that, Lorinovich 
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said. However, the field will 
have many other amenities 
including six shade trees, four 
picnic tables, four park bench- 
es, and five litter receptacles. 
The recreational director also 
listed six things the town 
would like to have if the money 
becomes available: the afore- 
mentioned playground, seven 
additional shade trees, five 
additional picnic tables, five 
additional park benches, four 
additional litter receptacles, 
and eight bike loops. 

Those trees will be, accord- 
ing to Heimlich president Ray 
Heimlich, a mixture of maple, 
elm, oak and birch. He also 
said existing trees already in 
the roadway would remain. 

There is a walking path 


around the field and the park- 
ing lot will have 64 spaces. 
There will also be a guardrail 
protecting the field from the 
parking lot. 

As there are wetlands adja- 
cent to the open space, the 
project had to receive approval 
from the Conservation 
Commission and the Board of 
Health. And because of the 
large nature of the project, it 
also received approval from 
the Capital Planning 
Committee. 

The original plan had the 
playground, looking from 
Blanchard Road, on the left 
side of the open area and the 
community gardens on the 
right side. New plans show the 


playground moved to the right .

“THE AVENGERS” 
GRADE: **** 


Few films in recent mem- 
ory have generated as much 
hype - and fan anticipation - 
as ‘The Avengers’. Living up 
to that hype may have 
seemed impossible, but in so 
many ways it does - and sur- 
passes even the wildest 
expectations of diehard 
comic book fan boys. 

Marvel's The Avengers is 
the super hero team up of a 
lifetime, featuring iconic 
Marvel heroes Iron Man, 
The Incredible Hulk, Thor, 
Captain America, Hawkeye 
and Black Widow. When an 
unexpected enemy emerges 
that threatens global safety 
and security, Nick Fury, 
Director of the international 
peacekeeping agency known 
as S.H.LE.L.D., finds him- 
self in need of a team to pull 
the world back from the 
brink of disaster. 

Attempting to pay off on 
the promise made the first 
time Samuel L. Jackson's 
Avengers-assembling Nick 
Fury appeared during the 
credits of 2008's "Iron Man" 
(and subsequent 
appearnces in "The 
Incredible Hulk," "Iron Man 
2," "Thor" and "Captain 
America"), it also is a 
movie fans have been 
breathlessly awaiting. 

Big, loud, awesome and 
eye-popping, writer-director 
Joss Whedon's film is a 
summertime treat that 
delivers on all that it prom- 
ises. Nick Fury assembles 
the Avengers to defeat a 
common foe borrowed from 
"Thor," armed with a power- 
ful artifact borrowed from 
"Captain America" - and 
they proceed to fight in 
spectacular fashion. 


Above all, Whedon 
remembers to have fun 
along the way, providing the 
audience with satisfying 
action sequences and more 
one-line zingers than most 
superhero franchises can 
claim in their entire lifes- 


pan. 

This is not a brooding, 
Christopher Nolan-style 
‘Batman’ film. There’s no 
time for that - with seven 
major superheroes, and one 
supervillain, to fit on the 
screen, there's little time 
for any meaningful charac- 
ter development. 

This is a movie that is at 
its best when its heroes are 
either cracking skulls or 
cracking jokes. Whedon 
tries to weave shreds of a 
back story around the film's 
two least-known characters, 
Black Widow (Scarlett 
Johansson) and Hawkeye 
(Jeremy Renner). They're 
fascinating to be sure, with 
back stories ripe for devel- 
opment, but there’s no 
opportunity to get into them 
in this film. 

For those who have kept 
up with the other Marvel 
films, "The Avengers" is a 
nice payoff to a unique and 
ambitious filmmaking strat- 
egy - and one whose blue- 
print can be counted on to 
change the way major stu- 
dios approach their super- 
hero franchises for years to 
come.

there's an air of despair, or 
melanchly, that almost 
overwhelms the movie in its 
last act, but strong lead per- 
formances by Segel and 
Emily Blunt. save it in the 
end. 

Segel and Blunt play a 
couple who, as the movie 
begins, have been together a 
year and are now ready to 


get married. But before they , 


can, life keeps getting in the 
way, especially when Blunt 
is offered a job in Michigan, 
far from their San 
Francisco base. Years drag 
on, other conflicts arise, and 
the audience is left to won- 
der if the engagement is as 
far as these two will ever 
get. 

Their story includes a lot 
of slapstick, confusion and 
considerable angst. Their 
performances are comple- 
mented by a cast of TV- 
comedy stars, particularly 
from NBC"s Thursday line- 
up: Chris Pratt ("Parks and 
Recreation"), Mindy Kaling 
("The Office"), Alison Brie 
("Community") and Chris 
Parnell ("30 Rock") are on 
hand, along with the likes of 


David Paymer, Mimi 
Kennedy and a briefly seen 
Molly Shannon. 


In classic Apatow fash- 
ion, "Engagement" is messy 
and meanders, with some 
situations playing out more 
sharply than others. A gag 
about a "faculty spouse's" 
(Chris Parnell) predilection 
for knitting and hunting 
grows tiresome. In contrast, 
an intense argument in bed 
between Tom and Violet is 
painfully authentic and 
written to perfection. 

I liked the movie. I 
laughed a lot. 

But one negative of the 
film for me, other than why 
they just didn't get married 
in the first place, was that 
it's far too long. 


"Five-Year" sometimes

“THE THREE 
STOOGES” 
GRADE: ** 


You really have to be a 
fan of the original Three 
Stooges to enjoy the new 
film that pays homage to the 
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trio, “The Three Stooges”. 

The movie is about 90 
minutes of brutal slapstick, 
terrible puns and a plot 
that’s barely outlined for 
actors and audience mem- 
bers alike. There are slaps, 
eye pokes, falls from tall 
buildings and objects land- 
ing on people. There are 
fake sound effects and 
bloodless hurting of individ- 
uals. 

Unless you are already 
inclined to laugh hysterical- 
ly at that kind of comedy, 
the movie’s merits will be 
lost on you.. 

.Brothers Bobby and 
Peter Farrelly, known for 
producing comedies such as 
Dumb and Dumber and 
There’s Something About 
Mary, have revisited the 
inspiring images of Moe 
Howard, Larry Fine and 
Curly Howard originally 
presented in short comedies 
in the 1930s and 1940s. 

Those comedies were 
rediscovered by a new gen- 
eration of young fans when 
the shorts were televised 
during the 1950s, which 
helped elevate the Stooges 
to showiz immortality, at 
least among those, mostly 
men, who can’t help but gig- 
gle at all the nonsense. 

In this version, Sean 
Hayes (of TV’s ‘Will and 
Grace’) plays Larry, Will 
Sasso is Curly and Chris 
Diamantopoulos is Moe. But 
the Farrellys know the terri- 
tory and have approached 
with respect and an eye for 
detail — but not so much 
that they forget the main 
reason behind these charac- 
ters, to make us laugh. 

Hayes is especially good 
at Larry’s half-murmured 
spoken delivery, but all 
three actors have clearly 
studied the expressions of 
their predecessors — and 
the incredible timing and 
speed that went into making 
all the gags work. 

The film is also stacked 
with funny supporting play- 
ers, notably Larry David as 
a grouchy nun. 

‘The Three Stooges’ does 
have a plot: the story (such 
as it is) is that the Stooges 
are orphaned friends who, 
as adults, must save their 
orphanage from _ being 
closed. 

Not everyone gets the 
humor of the Stooges. That 
was true for the original 
shorts, and it holds true for 
the new version as well. But 
then. again, if you are 
among those that already 
know you don’t think the 
original gags were funny, 
it’s unlikely you are the tar- 
get audience for the new

Exploring the risk factors for prostate cancer 


In the United States, one 
in six men can expect to be 
diagnosed with prostate 
cancer, while there is a one 
in seven chance that a 
Canadian man will be diag- 
nosed with prostate cancer 
at some point during his 
lifetime. 

Those elevated incidence 
rates could be a byproduct 
of an aging population, as 
age is a significant risk fac- 
tor for prostate cancer. 
According the Prostate 
Cancer Foundation, one in 
10,000 men under age 40 will 
be diagnosed with prostate 
cancer. That figure skyrock- 
ets to one in 38 for men 
between the ages of 40 to 59, 
and one in 15 for men in 
their 60s. 

Though age is perhaps 
the most significant risk 
factor, it's not the only thing 
that increases a man's risk 
for prostate cancer. In fact, 
there are a host of factors in 
addition to age that increase 
a man's risk for prostate 
cancer, which the Canadian 
Cancer Society says will 
claim the lives of more than 
4,000 Canadian men this 
year. 

One such risk factor is 
where a man lives. Men who 
live in rural China, for 
instance, have a relatively 
low risk of developing 
prostate cancer during their 
lifetime. That risk is only 2 
percent if a man stays in 
rural China his entire life. 
But that risk increases sig- 
nificantly if a Chinese man 
moves to the West, where a 
man in the United States 
has a 17 percent chance of 
developing prostate cancer. 

And not only does which 
country a man lives in play 
a role, but also the location 
of his home within that 
country's borders can ele- 
vate a man's risk for devel- 
oping prostate cancer. Men 
who live in cities north of 40 
degrees latitude (north of 
Philadelphia, PA, 
Columbus, OH, and Provo, 
UT) have the highest risk of 
dying from prostate cancer, 
and researchers feel this is 
because men who live in 
such cities get less sunlight 
during the winter months 
and therefore less vitamin 
D. 

Race is another risk fac- 
tor for prostate cancer. 
Asian men have the lowest 
risk of developing prostate 
cancer, while  African- 
American men are 60 per- 
cent more likely to develop 
the disease than Caucasian 
men. The PCF notes that 
African-American men are 
also 2.5 times more likely to 
die from the disease, which 
highlights the importance 
that African-American men

must place on screenings. 

Family history also plays 
a role in a man's risk for 
developing prostate cancer. 
Men whose fathers or broth- 
ers have had prostate can- 
cer are twice as likely to 
develop the disease. Their 
risk increases even more if 
their fathers or brothers 
were diagnosed with the 
cancer before reaching the 
age of 55 or if they had three 
or more family members 
who were diagnosed with 
prostate cancer. 

Research into prostate 
cancer is ongoing and con- 
tinues to unearth new infor- 
mation regarding this 
potentially deadly disease. 
The PCF notes, for instance, 
that the risk factors for 
aggressive version of this 
type of cancer can differ 
from the risk factors for 
slow-growing cancers. As a 
result, risk factors that were 
once not linked to prostate 
cancer are now being linked 
to aggressive forms of the 
disease. Smoking, for exam- 
ple, might be a risk factor 
for aggressive prostate can- 
cer, as is a diet void of veg- 
etables. Neither factor, how- 
ever, is thought to increase 
a man's risk of slow-grow- 
ing prostate cancer. 
Additional ‘risk factors for 
aggressive prostate cancer 
include height (tall men 
might have an elevated 
risk) and living a sedentary 
lifestyle. 

Many men are aware of 
the importance of prostate 
cancer screenings. However, 
few might know that certain 
factors significantly
